THE ULTIMATE SPONSORSHIP 


For those of you who promised to double your sponsorship money if I did 

the jump without a parachute, I'm afraid the very fact that you are reading 
this must come as a disappointment. I survived! But I did discover 
parachuting is a "contact" sport. The training course gave me the bruises 
to prove it! You have to learn to fall over on landing, with your knees 
and ankles firmly together. This is not the most natural way to fall, so 
you have to practise over and over again. If you can see daylight between 
your knees, as you fall, they bang together. By the time this has 

happened several dozen times, the insides of your Knees are black and blue - 
especially when they are as bony as mine! : 


I have to thank eae for. first suggesting I did a sponsored parachute 
jump. (She's had to put the insurance policies back: in the drawer and 
cancel her plans to travel). When she came home with this idea for 
raising money for our local Playgroup, having always felt I would quite 
like to try this nerve racking stunt, I was more than prepared to "jump!" 
at the chance (the puns get worse, really!) But I nearly didn't make it. 
Around 9,30 p.m. the night before I was due to start my training, the 
parachute school tphoned my home to say they hadn't received the medical 
form (which I had sent), signed by my G.P. to say that I was "fit", 

fit here being a relative term! Without it, I was told I couldn't even 
start training as the Doctor's signature was a mandatory requirement for 
over 40 year oldst What on earth could I do about it et the eleventh 
hour, I thought. Fortunatdy, I had a spare form, so I phoned the duty 
doctor from our local Health Centre. After ascertaining from his wife 
that he was still up, I asked if I could take a second form round to his 
house for him to sign. He replied yes, ™o problem, except he was decorating, 
so would I bring a scraper. and paint-brush. He also told me had 
reservations about the mental fitness of anyone who wanted to throw 
himself out of an @Yoplane at 2300 feet. 


The following morning, I arrived at Lewknor Billage Hall, along with 22 
others, to be greeted by two British Parachute Association Instructors. 

Our first briefing was to be told that the risks involved here far fewer 
than those arising out of driving or playing rugby, but sometime during 

the next morning, we had to supply the name and address of our next of kin! 


The course was not for the faint-hearted!! I'm not sure we wanted to know 
what to do if we came down on high voltage cables, or what to do if our 
chute became entagled in the plane's tail, but we were told anyway. The 
only advice given for anyone experiencing the latter problem was to run 
like mad as the plane came into land! The last section of our training 
consisted of being hoisted up on a frame to swing freely above the ground 
to practise our descent procedure. All your body weight is supported by 
two straps that pass between your legs. The relief on being lowered to 
the ground! 


The drop itself took place after two abortive trips to the drop zone 

when the weather prevented any of us qualifying any further for the S$.A.S. 
On one occasion, the mist was so thick, the plane arrived but the pilot 
failed.to locate the field which was used as the runway, so he landed at 
Oxford 20 miles away. 


However, third time lucky. We were asked to report to the drop zone at 
10.00 a.m. By 11.00, the mist had cleared and the tension was clearly 
increasing. Each of us had to don boots, ankle supports, a boiler suit 
and a crash helmet. Each hat was numbered. Vy large cranium fitted best 
into number 13' Then the Instructor came and told us our jump order - 
and, could it be right? - I was to be the 13th! Oh well, it must be 
lucky for someone. 


— Ms -~ 


On each take off, the plane took up 3 students as well as the pilot 

and jump master. The static lines, which opened our chutes automatically, 
were fastened to the pilot's seat. If he overtook you on the way’ down 
you knew his seat fastenings had been rustyt 


As the first plane load circled the drop zone, something fell out of. 
the plane - and everyone on the ground cheered only to realise it was 
the streamer thrown our to assess the wind velocity. 


It was suen a clear morning that we actually saw someone's legs appear 
out of the side of the air craft! Oh God, why did I have to have such 
good eye-sight -~ we all realised it was the first to go, sitting on the 
edge of the doorway. Then he "fell" out of the plane! But 3 seconds 
later, a perfectly filled, onion-shaped canopy opened above his’ head, 
and the rest of us on the ground know there was no turning back now; 
this was for realt . 


To describe some of the first 12 landings as unconventional is only 
correct if you are aware that parachutists are not supposed to cartwheel 
when they hit ‘the ground? However, out of the first 12, no one broke 
any bones although one or two admitted to coming down without opening 
their eyes! 


Then it was time for the next six to pick up their parachutes - and it 
was my turn, We all had radios for ground communication, so our first 
task was to reply that we could hear O.K. when we were called 
individually., One lad replied he could and then found he hadn't 
wwitched his on; all due to "nerves" no doubt because he had never 
even flown before! He now belongs to a small select group of people 
who had taken off in an aeroplane, but never landed in one. 


I love flying, so climbing to 2300 feet in a small 4 seater was tremenccus 
- even though this one had no door on! The jump master then said 

"No. 13 to the door', and I found myself slowly inching my way along 

the floor on my bottom until “one cheek" was over the edge of the door 

frame. I daren't look down. Look up, look up - and then "Got', 

I flung myself out and there was a rush of air. I remembered to stay 

spread-eagled. I momentarily panicked, then started to count (as 

instructed)’. *"One thousand, two. thousand, three thousand" and I was 

gliding gently to earth with a voice 11 my rx "lo saying "Peter, you have 

a perfect canopy and are doing fine’. 


What a view! Far welow I could see an or7.73e X and a small gr up of ants 
(people). It was so still and so quiet. Jeronomo! [I'd done it. 
I must be madt 


As I approached the ground, I ro7°c.ered to put my knees and ankles 
together and let the ground reach me. It was a much softer landing than 
Itd hoped for but I'd been taught to fall over - so I did. 


I gathered up my chUte and walk d a few yards to a guy collecting them 
who said "Perfect exit, mate! - tois from an expert, praise indeed! 


(I learned latex, he'd only eves™; done two jumps). Quarter of an hour 
later we were on our way home,.and I knew I'd have to try to find the 
opportunity to do it again! 


Although the jump itself was a personal success, as a fund-raising 

event, success has to be measured in terms of money. Many local 

companies (and one not so local!) have been, very ge ‘ous with the 
donations they made. The money I raised at work was a.very considerable 
proportion of the tc tal. amount collected. To everyone who contributed 

I would like toa express the thanks. of the Playgroup. You will be pleased 
to know it has been the most successful fund- -raising event. every Peg iSeS
